28163) Plant (A)/66 , dated the 9th January, 1967, the 
Government of India in the late Ministry of Commerce set 
up a Committee under the Chairmanship of Shri P. C. Borooah 
to undertake a comprehensive review of the economic condi¬ 
tions and problems of the tea industry in all its aspects and 
make recommendations regarding the measures required to be 
taken for its appropriate development on the right lines dur- 
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ing the Fourth Plan period. The terms of the reference of the 
Committee were as under :— 

(a) to look into the question of devising ways and 
means lor the quantitative as well as qualitative 
increase in production (such as through extension of 
acreage and improvement of yields per hectare) 
levels required to meet the rising demand for con¬ 
sumption whether at home or abroad; 

(h) to look into the urgent problems of marketing, 
financing and research that are facing the industry 
and which may he standing in the way of its appro¬ 
priate development; and 

(c) to look into any other aspect which in Lhc Com¬ 
mittee's opinion is germane to the broad purpose to 
this enquiry. 

2. In November, 19e>8, the Committee submitted to Gov¬ 
ernment its report, The recommendations made in the report 
have been under careful consideration ol the Government. 

3. The recommendations of the Committee listed in 
Annexure I to the Resolution have been accepted and arc 
already in varying sLages of implementation. 

4. The recommendations of the Committee listed in 
Annexure II to the Resolution are accepted subject to the re¬ 
marks appearing therein against each. 

5. The recommendation listed in Annexure 111 has been 
accepted in principle.

3. The general aim should be to undertake new plantings 
at the rale of 3 r ,c of the total area annually, in the form of 
replanting*, replacements and/or extensions, depending on 
individual needs, with good planting material. (Para 1.7) 

6 . The Committee recommends that supply of fertiliser 
should be ensured to the industry to reach estates by the end 
of December al (he latest. (Paras 1.22 & 1.24) 

8 . The Committee endorses the recommendations made al 
the Tea Seminar (June 1967) that the CenLral Government 
should persuade the concerned Stale Governments to work 
out suitable schemes for adequate supply of water to tea 
estates for the purposes of irrigation. The Stnle G°vts, should 
also undertake surveys on the possibilities of harnessing sub¬ 
soil water in lea estates. (Para 1.34) 

10. There is a case for giving replantation subsidy to other 
parts of India also. The subsidy vary from place to place 
depending on topographical conditions.

78 I he Committee considers that the present system of 
allocating Binds to the Board through the consolidated funds 
is not a satisfactory method. It recommends that the Cess 
now levied, should continue to be collected by Government, 
but the proceed* less collection charges should be credited to 
Ihe Tea Fund account in full to be spent in accordance with 
the sanctioned budget. This would enable the Board to have 
a clearer picture of availability of funds to plan ahead for 
long teim projects.

(ti) Other matters relating to the generation, supply and 
distribution of electricity and the services and facili¬ 
ties provided by the electricity undertakings which 
individual Members of the Council may. with the 
approval of the Chairman, desire to be included in 
agenda. 

tiii) Any other matter of general public interest or public 
convenience relating to supply and distribution of 
power, 

t b) The Council will be purely consultative in character. 

(c) Questions relating to staff, discipline and appointments 
-hall not be brought before the Council. 

4. (a) The Council will meet at least once a year. 

<b) The Chairman may constitute committees or sub-com¬ 
mittees of the Council to advise the Government on specific 
problems relating to the services and facilities provided by the 
electricity undertakings. 

(c) Any member wanting to bring up a subject for discus¬ 
sion should give a clear notice of one month to the Secretary 
,md state briefly the subjects to be discussed. The Secretary 
will circulate the agenda giving the Members at least 10 days’ 
notice together, as far as possible, with memorandum on each 
item.. Urgent business may, however, be brought forwarded 
for consideration without notice but with the approval of the 
Chairman. The Chairman may rule out a subject at his dis¬ 
cretion. 

(d) The proceedings of the meetings of the Council will 
be confidential, but a short summary of the proceedings will 
be ordinarily prepared and given to the press. 

5. The Members of the Council will draw travelling allow¬ 
ance and daily allowane for attending the meetings of the 
Council at the rates fixed by the Government from time to 
time.
